Disrnell on the Politieal Sitantion.

The Prewler of England addressed the electors
of Buckinghamshire ou Oclober 2, and in his
address said:—1 may, therefore, in asking o
renewal of your political support, take a general
view of the conduet of affairs since the acces-
;:4’:»'(; of the conservative government to office In
The question of Parliamentary reform had
then for o long serles of years disqumeted the
country and emburrassed and enfeebled succes-
sive administrations, which had fatled to lead It
to any happy concesgglon, We were of opinlon
that thie state of allairs should terminate, and
by n eerles of measures in the course of two
years we brooght about a sctilement of the
question, broad in its privciples, large aund
various 1n its provisions, bat, as we believe, in
unigon with the character of the country, and
calculated to auimate the spirt of the commu-
nity and add strength and stability to the State,
The conduet of forsign affairs has< obtained the
sympathy and confdence of the varlous Courts
aund powere, the just Influence of Eoglaad
has bern established, and it has been used tor
the muinterance of peace avd the interests of
civilization. The legacy of insult’nnd diflically
which had been lelt us ln Abyssinia could only
be snccessfully encountered by a respousibiliLy
from which we did not shrink. The resalt of
the expedition to lat country vindicated the
hovor of the crown and the cause of humanity
and justice, and it obtaiued for her Majesty's
torces the ndmiring respect of Europe, When
we ncoeded to office the state of the nuvy was
one whkich eccasioned scrous anxierv. The
fortresses on which the lste Mivistry bad ex-
peaded nallions were without artillery: the
British soldler was armed with inferior
weapons, and the military service of the
country so unpopular that If uwo chaage had
been devised we might have beea driven
fo the prionciple of a coenscriptiom, At
present it cannot be denied that the strength of
the navy is matenally incrensed, the delenses of
the country much advavced, the soldiers admi
1ably armed, and enlistments become so popular
that not only is the voted number of our forces
1o longerip arrear, but many thousand veterans
who were about to claim thejr discharge have
remained in the nrny. Bach greeat results huve,
of course, not been obtained without an increase
of our expenditnre: but the expenditure hus
been on objects of the first necessity, and while
it has been delrayed without ndding to oax
tuxation, it has entslled no burden on pozlerity.
Economy does nobt consist In the reox-
less  reduoction  of  estimates, Oa the
copirary, such =a couarse must necessarily
tend to  Incresse expeuditure. There
can be no economy where there 1s no
efliclency. And to insure effislency you must
be wigilant in admintstrative improvement,
Influenced by these views, her Majesiy’s govern-
ment, by plucing in the hands of & single 1ndi-
vidual n control over the expenditure of the
War Oflice. commenecsd u counsiderable reform
during the late sesston in the adminmgtration of
the army, which will conduce to greater
cconomy and efliciency both m pence and war,
Great punlic advantage mny be anticipated from
this measure, and the different departwients of
the State will be revised in the same spirit.
Tiis revision will assist that retrenchment
which the pressing exigencies of the public
service huve ulone prevented,

and Colinx ticket, He was followed by
the Hon. C. A. Phelps, ex-President of
the SBtate Senate, the Hon, George B, Loring,
(General Banks, and Captain Joseph Tooker, the
nomines of the Republicuns for Lieatevant.
Governor, It had been anpounced that General
Buatler would speak, and it was evident that the
majority of the multitude had assemble 1 mainly
to hear him. The speakers were repeatedly “m-
terrupted with cries of Batler, and when the
(General entered the ball, while Dr, Loring was
spesking, there wae o tempest of applaase, He
was introduced to the people by the President,
at the conclusion of Uaptain Tacker’s epeech,
with the following eommendation:—*'He gnew
how to et and speak for himself at New Orlesos,
im Copgress, and in the eity of New York, when
putting down & Beymonr riot,”

General Butler eald that on thls nlght his
bearers had received the final assurance that the
great Btate of Penosylvania, the Keysione of
the arch, had spoken by a majority ol al lenst
156,000, and Ohlo, wheellug once morn back to
her moorings in the line of the Demoeradde-
Republican States, had said, “Thos Far and no
forther shalt the wave of the la'sely-called
Democracy zo.”
